Clerical Grade I $ 270-15-360-20-680 

Clerical Grade II $ 190-15-505-20-525 

Clerical Grade III $ 180-15-495 

Stenographer $ 270-15-360-20-640 

Non-Clerical Grade $ 100-8-212 

The scales are all inclusive and no dearness allowance 
or other allowances are payable.

The Broker’s Association shall be paid 
incest at 3%” shall be deleted and after putting full stop 
after the words ‘‘the obligation of its broker members* 
the following sentence shall be substituted therefor : — 

"Interest may be paid on this deposit at such rate as 
may be determined by the Board from time to time 
and in no case it shall be higher by more than one 
per cent below the ruling bank rate.” 

n For the existing byelaw 11 the following shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

"The Broker’s cash security shall bear no interest for 
the first three years from the date of his admission 
and thereafter interest mav he paid on this deposit 
at such rate as may be determined by the Board from 
time to time and in no case it shall be higher by 
more than one per cent below the ruling bank rate/'

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ITT The following proviso be added to the existing bye- 
law 80 

"Provided that the above provision shall not apply 
to Patan Transactions as defined in byelaw 87 here- 
after.' 1 

IV. For the existing sub-clause (ii) of the byelaw 87(a) 
the following shall be substituted ; — 

“(ii) For ’PATAN’ contracts commonly known as 
‘BHEDA’ transactions representing the matching 
orders of opposite nature of different clients appro- 
priated by a member for himself at the same rate 
on the same date — 

Commission only without any 

other expenses . . . . Re. 0.05 per unit. 

V. After the existing byelaw 106 the following new 
proviso shall be added : — 

“Provided that no contract slips shall be required to 
accompany the Daily Report of only Patan Transac- 
tions as defined in Byelaw 87" 

VI. After the existing byelaw 27 2D the following new 
byelaw 272E shall be added : — 

“272E (i) The amendments to byelaws 10 and 1 1 
shall have retrospective effect from 1-1-1966 excepting 
the payments of interest already made. 

(ii) The amendments made to byelaws 80, 87(a) 
(ii) and 106 shall be applicable from 29th December, 
1966 up to which date the existing byelaws shall 
remain applicable.
